Legislative Assembly of Goa, Daman and Diu 


In the course of implementation of the Goa , Daman 
and Diu Chit Funds Act , 1973 it is found that big 
companies with large assets cannot operate in this 
territory in view of the restriction on the aggregate 
value of all chits conducted by a single person 
imposed by sub - section ( 4 ) of section 12 of the said 
Act . The said sub -section ( 4 ) of section 12 lays down 
that no Foreman shall be entitled to conduct , at a 
time, chits the aggregate amount of which exceeds 
fifty per cent of the total assets of the Foreman or 
twenty five thousand rupees , whichever is lower . 
Thus even if the total assets of the Foreman is much 
more , which is always so when the Foreman is a 
Company, they can conduct chits upto the value of 
Rs. 25,000 / - only . 

In the neighbouring State of Maharashtra and also 
in the Union territory of Delhi the maximum amount 
stipulated under the Act is for a single chit group 
and not for the total value of all the chits conducted 
by a Foreman . It is , therefore , proposed to amend 
our Act to fix the maximum limit only for a single 
chit and not for all the chits conducted at a time 
by a Foreman . 

Further the amount of Rs. 25,000 / - specified in 
the said sub -section ( 4 ) of section 12 is too low in 
view of the present money value. Further in view of 
the credit squeezes imposed by the Reserve Bank 
of India small industrialists cannot easily obtain 
loans from Banks. It is therefore proposed to in 
crease this limit to Rs. 50,000 / - which would faci 
litate small industrialists and businessmen to obtain 
finance easily . 

The Bill seeks to achieve the above objects .

The Bill seeks to cure a mistake which has , inad 
vertently creeped into the Goa , Daman and Diu Irri 
gation Act , 1973. In section 98 of the Act the date 
of the Legislative Diploma No. 1562 has been printed 
as 11th November , 1964 instead of 11th November , 
1954. The Bill seeks to cure this defect . 


E.planation . In determining the total assets 
of a foreman for the purposes of this sub - section , 
the amount of the security furnished by him under 
sub - section ( 1 ) shall be excluded if such amount 
is the amount of subscription received in advance 

from the subscribers . 
(5 ) In calculating the aggregate amount of chits con 

ducted at a time by a foreman , the chits conducted 
by all the members of the family of the foreman 
shall be taken into account.
